OVEN-STEAMED 
MOLASSES BROWN 
BREAD 

2 cups all-purpose flour 


2 tsps. sail 

2 tsps. baking powder 
2 tsps. baking soda 
2 cups whole wheat flour 
2 cups yellow cornmeal 
V/z cups molasses 
4 cups buttermilk 
2 cups chopped pecans 
2 cups yellow raisins 


Sift flour with salt, baking 
powder and baking soda. 
Combine all dry ingredients. 


Beat in molasses and milk. 
Fold in nuts and raisins, mix¬ 
ing thoroughly. 

Spoon batter into ten 
greased soup cans, filling 
cans % full. Cover cans tight¬ 
ly with small pieces of 
greased aluminum foil. 

Place cans on a cooky sheet 
in a preheated oven (350-de- 
gree) and bake for one hour. 
Let bread cool in cans for five 
minutes, then unmold. 

Cool thoroughly before cut¬ 
ting into thin slices. These 
breads may be wrapped in 
foil after cooling and frozen 
for future use. Let thaw un¬ 
wrapped for one hour before 
serving. Makes 10 soup-can¬ 
sized breads.

The Coin Corner this week focuses on the Buffalo Nickel. 

The Buffalo, or Indian Head Nickel, was designed in 1913 by 
James E. Fraser. On the obverse, the profile of an Indian is 
depicted. Fraser used three different models for the 
coin: Chief Iron Tail, from the Sioux Tribe; Chief Two 
Moons, from the Cheyenne; and Chief John Tree, from the 
Onadaga Tribe. The bison on the back was modeled after 
“Black Diamond,” a buffalo in the New York Zoological 
Gardens. A mint error in this nickel series is the valuable 
three-legged buffalo type. This error occured in 1937 at the 
Denver Mint. The error occured when the coin die was polish¬ 
ed excessively in the area of the buffalo’s front right leg, 
therefore, the imprint of the leg was not struck on the coin. 

The 1937-D three-legged Buffalo Nickel ranges in price from 
25 dollars in good condition, to 300 dollars in uncirculated con¬ 
dition. The error is easily faked by counterfeits, but the 
arching row of raised dots below the belly of the buffalo 
usually distinguishes the fakes from the authentics. The mint 
mark on the Buffalo Nickel is on the back, under the words Jimmy Carter. President:

Frank R. Locke, former 
Chairman of the Agawam 
School Committee and can¬ 
didate for election to the 
Charter Commission in 
Agawam recently issued the 
following statement: 

“The Agawam Charter 
adopted by the voters of 
Agawam in 1971 which 
centers around a strong 
Manager type bf government 
is basically a sound and effec¬ 
tive form of government. 

“Like any new form of 
government, there are some 
start-up problems and 
perhaps some minor changes 
to be discussed, however, the 
real test of the government is 
the “bottom line.” Since the 
new form of government was 
adopted, the services provid¬ 
ed by the town to the tax¬ 
payers has significantly im¬ 
proved, while the tax rate 
(bottom line) increases have 
been among the lowest in 
Massachusetts and other 
neighboring states. 

“The management of a 


town the size of Agawam is 
big business and requires a 
professional objective ap¬ 
proach in order to provide the 
maximum return on the tax 
dollar. 

“Locke added, there are a 
few areas of the Charter that 
can be changed that will 
strengthen the Charter and 
the Town Manager form of 
government. 

“Some areas to be review¬ 
ed are: 1) recall provision 
for inept elected officials; 

2) the possibility of 
staggered terms of office to 
allow for continuity; 

3) school maintenance under 
control of the School Com¬ 
mittee and 4) a further 
definition of the legislative 
and administrative functions. 

Locke further stated that it 
would be the role of the 
Charter Commission to listen 
to all the people, taking as 
much time as required, to 
determine what, if any, 
Charter changes should be 
presented to the voters.’’ 


Edmund Coffey 


Edmund D. Coffey, coun¬ 
cilman of precinct 5. an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for 
election to the Agawam Town 
Charter Committee. Coffey is 
not a candidate for reelection 
to the Town Council. 

Coffey stated, “I am seek¬ 
ing this post because after 
four years on the Town Coun¬ 
cil. I am convinced that this 
form of government can 
provide open and responsible 
government. The past five 
years under this form of 
government has seen 
Agawam move forward in 
growth and municipal ser¬ 
vices. and a stable tax rate 
has been maintained. 

“I believe that no govern¬ 
ment is perfect and the Town 
Charter of Agawam is no ex¬ 
ception. I, however, do not 
foresee the need for any 


Laura nee Andrews 


Laurance Andrews, can¬ 
didate for Charter Com¬ 
missioner. expressed his con¬ 
cern today with what appears 
to be a conflict of interest 
with 13 of the 22 other can¬ 
didates for that office. Mr. 
Andrews stated, “while ser¬ 
ving as a finance board chair¬ 
man, charter commissioner, 
and Town Councilman, I have 
seen the initial efforts of 
these candidates, now 
members of the so-called 
Citizens for Good Govern¬ 
ment, to defeat the Town 
Manager form of govern¬ 
ment. This was followed by 
attempts to discredit it by 
creating law on the Coun¬ 
cil. making irresponsible 
charges of incompetency 
toward the town leadership, 
throwing tantrums in council 
meetings, and creating law¬ 
suits over moot points and 
pseudo-legalistic issues. We 
now see the ultimate goal of 
these activities: the election 
of their members to a 
Charter Commission to 
redraft the Charter and 
revert our form of govern¬ 
ment back to one of political 
control over administrative 
functions “ 



“The Agawam Town 
Charter has been in effect 
since 1971 and during that pe¬ 
riod of time certain areas 
have come to light which 
should be reviewed, rec¬ 
ommendations relative to ' 
change made and then sub¬ 
mitted to the voters for 
acceptance or rejection. 
y “It would appear that an 
overall view of the type of 
government Agawah should 
have relative to the exec¬ 
utive and legislative branch¬ 
es can be made at the present 
time. In addition to the so- 
called tailor-made Charter 
which Agawam currently 
has, the General Laws pro¬ 
vide for the possibility of at 
least five other varying types 
of government ranging from 
an elected mayor-council 
form to a town manager- 
counril form of government. 

“I cannot emphasize too 
strongly the fact that the 
basic role of the members of 
the Charter Revision Com¬ 
mission is not to enter into its 
duties with any firm pre¬ 


conceived ideas relative to 
the nature of the Agawam 
government but rather the 
commission’s duty is to be 
absolutely sure that a full and 
fair hearing is given to the 
comments of the residents 
and taxpayers regarding the 
form of government and spe¬ 
cific changes to be made in 
the Charter. The ultimate de¬ 
cision as to any changes is in 
the voters who may accept or 
reject proposals advanced by 
the Charter Revision Com¬ 
mission. 

“Along those lines the 
questions as to what the form 
of government should be and 
whether or not the executive 
branch should be elected or 
appointed, and if so by whom, 
should be carefully studied 
and inquiry should be made 
concerning the fiscal and 
government record estab¬ 
lished by the existing form of 
government with a compar¬ 
ison of proposed advantages 
or disadvantages relative to 
any change.” 


Arthur Kerr, who is seek¬ 
ing one of nine spots on the 
Charter Commission, said, 
“If the voter decides in favor 
of charter revision on 
Tuesday’s ballot, I would 
favor only minor 
modifications to the present 
charter.” 

Arthur Kerr has served for 
the past five years on the 
Town Council and is of the 
opinion that he can offer con¬ 
structive input into charter 
revision. , \ 

He is not a candidate for 
re-election to the council and 
feels that he can serve the 
commission without conflict. 

He went on to say, “I 
would strive to preserve the 
strong Manager-Council as I 
have for the past five years. 
.The system in its short time, 
has proved very effective as 
shown by our stabilized tax 
rate.” 


Joseph J. Conte, statement 
for election to Charter Com¬ 
mission: 

“I am a candidate for 
Charter Commission, 
because I believe that 
changes are required in the 
structure of our present town 
government. 

“I have lived in Agawam 
the greater part of my life, 
and haved seen it grow from 
a small farm community to 
5,000 to its present population 
of 25,000. 

“I was educated in the 
Agawam School system, 
studied Political Science at 
the University of Miami, and 
Municipal Law at Holy Cross.

“The charter is in many 
respects a business corporate 
charter. You, the residents of 
the Town of Agawam, are the 
stockholders. The council is 
the Board of Directors 
elected by you, the 
stockholders, and responsible 
to you as stockholders. The 
Town Council or Board of 
Directors hires the town 
manager or president of the 
corporation to run the town 
efficiently and responsibly. 
The Town Council is respon¬ 
sible for policy and approval 
of the budget. The town 
manager is responsible to 
carry out policy and see to it 
that the town departments 
provide the best services to 
the Town of Agawam for 
their tax dollars.” 


The former Charter Com¬ 
missioner continued, “My 
reasons for again seeking 
election are to prevent such 
irresponsible changes to the 
charter, and to advocate 
more moderate changes that 
the test of time has shown is 
needed. For example, a 
reduction in the size of the 
council is needed for a more 
workable, efficient, and ac¬ 
countable legislative body.

In conclusion Mr. Andrews 
stated, “To accomplish these 
changes, a cooperative spirit 
is needed on the Commission. 
We must elect experienced 
people unencumbered with 
the appearance of personal 
gain. We must elect people 
who have the maturity not to 
throw tantrums and make 
wild charges but rather to 
practice the art of political 
compromise for the good of 
the majority of the people in 
Agawam rather than the 
few." 


A position statement of 
Julio A. Alvigini, a candidate 
for the Agawam Charter 
Commission, indicates sup¬ 
port of the continuation of 
Agawam’s present strong 
Manager-Council form of 
government as being in the 
best interest of the taxpayer 
of Agawam. 

"I intend to support the 
continuation of the present 
form of government for our 
town. I see no reason for 
charter reform that will 
change the present type of

Carter For Limiting Tax Credit 
For Interest On Home Payments 

By Edward H. Sims 

THE WHITE HOUSE - President Carter explained to 
editors recently his reasoning in favor of limiting interest 
credit on home payments. This, changes in business expense 
deductions (only deduction of half the cost of meals is being 
considered), and other changes, and new taxes, figure in the 
Carter reform tax program-which the President worked hard 
on at Camp David during his recent birthday weekend. 

When queried on limiting interest deductions on home 
payments, and reminded many Americans are finding it hard 
today to afford a home, and also asked if limiting deductions 
would slow home-buying, Carter replied: 

“In the first place, I have not decided on any specifics of a 
tax reform package at all. I have certainly not decided on 
eliminating credits for interest paid on homes or property 
taxes paid on homes. 

"During the political campaign, I promised that there 
would not be a reduction in the stimulus for American 
families to own their own homes, and if there should be any 
change it would be compatible with that commitment of mine. 

“Now, I have some doubt about whether this same level of 
interest rate deduction should be applicable to a five 
hundred thousand dollar home or a second or a third or a 
fourth home for very wealthy families, as contrasted with the 
average American working family trying to pay for one home 
in which they live. 

"Also, you have to remember that if the credit is on a 
percentage basis, then a family that has a fifteen thousand 
dollar income, if given a certain amount of credit for interest, 
only gets, say, twenty per cent of that interest payment 
credited on their tax. But if you are in the seventy per cent 
bracket, you get seventy per cent of any interest you pay on 
your home. 

"So equalizing those home ownership credit incentives is 
part of the package. But it will not hurt the average family in 
trying to purchase or pay for their own dwelling place.” 

Asked what limit he proposed, the President said he 
didn’t have a specific proposal yet. Told that small business 
fears higher and higher social security outlays, that the stock 
market and economy are concerned over reduced tax 
exemptions for capital gains, etc., and that the need is to 
encourage business incentive, not discourage it, Mr. Carter 
answered: 

“One of the major considerations in evolving the tax 
reform package is obviously to provide adequate incentive for 
business expansion. I believe when the tax reform plan is 
made public, then there will be a sigh of relief and a removal 
of the inevitable uncertainty . . . 

“Also, of course, through long weeks of Senate and House 
hearings, any possible improvements would be explored. We 
have met with many leaders, I have personally, representing 
small business, large business, professions, labor, con¬ 
sumers, tax experts, in trying to evolve a good package. And I 
think it will be good. We hope there will be equity. We hope 
there will be a deduction in tax rates. We hope there will be 
simplicity. We hope we can provid e . . . adequate assurance
